Pope To Continue Campaign 


To Get Nuclear Weapon Ban 


VATICAN CITY urt— Pope Pius 
XII says he will keep trying to 
get nuclear weapons outlawed. He 
looks to the United Nations to 
achieve this. 
The pope said this Sunday at 
a private audience, unusual for 
Palm Sunday, with Dr. Masato* 
shi Matsushita, special Japanese 
envoy touring Europe to agitate 
for an end to tests of nuclear 
weapons. Matsushita said he was 
"very much pleased” with the 
pontiff’s attitude. 
Vatican sources, confirming the 
envoy’s version of the pope’s re­ 
marks, hinted the pope may re­ 
fer to nuclear weapons again in 
his Easter message next Sunday. 
The seriousness with which he 
regards the m atter was indicated 
by his reception of the Japanese 
envoy. Sunday usually is a day to 
which he devotes great reverence. 
Dr. Matsushita, personal repre­ 
sentatives of Japan’s prime min­ 
ister, came here 
from 
Britain, 
where he appealed to British lead­ 
ers to call off their coming H- 
Bomb tests at Christmas Island.

Some of the 18 physicists who 
signed an appeal raping on the 
Bonn government to renounce pos­ 
session of atomic weapons explain­ 
ed their motives today. 
Prof. Otto Hahn, Nobel Prize 
winner, said he signed the mani­ 
festo remembering the feeling of 
guilt he had as the discoverer of 
nuclear fission when he heard of 
the first atomic bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima. “ We should think our­ 
selves fortunate that fate protect

STOCKHOLM, Sweden Iff — A 
high official of Sweden's Atomic 
Energy Commission has been ar­ 
rested on charges of spying for 
Russia. 
A police 
spokesman 
said

year-old Robert Folke Damstedt, 
the com.mission’s assistant secre­ 
tary, is being held for trial on 
charges of atomic espiónagee 
One unofficial report said a sec­ 
ond person was held as a suspect 
in the case, which was said also 
to involve sale to Russia of blue­ 
prints of Sweden’s newest subma­ 
rines. 
The disclosure added 
another 
round to the stormy exchange of 
spy charges and countercharges 
between Russia and Sweden since 
World War II. Last month Swed­ 
en delivered a formal protest to 
the Kremlin against Soviet espio­ 
nage in this traditionally neutral 
country. That protest was coupled 
with rejection of a 
Soviet com­ 
plaint that 14 spies for Sweden 
had been arrested and sentenced 
in Russia. 
Unofficial, reports described the 
Damstedt case as the most ser­ 
ious in the long chain since World 
War II. It was warned, however, 
that an assistant secretary, Dam­ 
stedt performed mainly adminis­ 
trative functions and that he was 
a legal expert rather than a nu­ 
clear physicist. 
_ News of the arrest came at a 
time when Sweden military lead­ 
ers are publicly urging the gov­ 
ernment to begin 
manufacturing 
Swedish tactical atomic weapons 
or buy them from the West. 


Defenses Seen 


Ohio Pen Experiments 
Reviewed by Scientist 


CHICAGO WPI—Scientists 
report 
that human 
volunteers 
injected 
with live cancer cells show two 
kinds of defenses 
or 
immunity 
against cancer, one general and 
the other specific. 
Sixty-ffve Ohio State Peniten­ 
tiary Inmates in Columbus were 
the volunteers who allowed can­ 
cers to be implanted under their 
skin. So did 15 'hospital patients 
wh.o already had cancere. 
Dr s.. Hester S. Southam, Alice 
E. Moore and C. P.Rhoad s of the 
Sloan - Kettering Institute, 
New 
York, announced the results to the 
American Assn. for Cancer 
Re­ 
search. 
None of the prisoners developed 
cancers. The 
implanted 
cancer 
cells soon were destroyed by the 
body’s general defenses. 
, When, the same kind of cancer 
cells were injected a second time, 
They were destroyed even f a s t e r 
A specific defense reaction 
was 
coming into play. 
» * * 
THE REPORT said when men 
were given a 
different type 
of 
cancer cell that was implanted the 
first time, these cancers also dis­ 
appeared more quickly than the 
first implants. By contrast the im­ 
planted cancers grew in most of 
the cancer patients, until removed 
one to six weeks later. In four pa­ 
tients, the cancers recurred and 
grew until removed. 
The studies proved, said Dr. 
Southam, 
that 
cancer 
patients 
lack defense mechanisms 
'which 
healthy people have. Blood studied 
showed the cancer patients had 
less of an unusual protein in the 
blood, properdin, which is known 
to play a role in the body's de­ 
fense mechanisms 
Amounts of 
properdin 
varied 
with ability to reject the cancers. 
Dr. Southam said there’s not yet 
any direct evidence that proper­ 
din causes destruction of the can­ 
cers, but It’s a possibility.

Glass-and-Rubber Gadget Envisioned 


A s R e p la c e m e n t fo r H u m a n 's H e a rt 


CHICAGO (Ah—A scientist fore­ 
sees the day when you might have 
a little substitute glass-and-rubber 
heart placed permanently inside 
your chest. 
It would replace your own sick 
heart which threatened death. 
Or you might get a substitute 
kidney, sewed inside your abdo­ 
men, to rescue failing kidneys. 
These substitute organs might 
have to be plugged into an elec­ 
tric socket 
to 
work. 
But 
they 
would keep you alive. 
Research on 
such projects 
is 
beginning, and the general princi­ 
ples make them look feasible, says 
Dr., Peter F. Salisbury of Cedars 
of Lebanon, Hospital, Los. Angeles. 
He took this look ahead in tak­ 
ing office Sunday night as presi­ 
dent of the American Society for 


Artificial Internal Organs, a three- 
year-old society o* some 100 sci­ 
entists and doctors. It is a mem­ 
ber society of the Federation of 
American Societies 
for 
Experi­ 
mental Biology, holding 
its 41st 
annual meeting in 
Chicago 
this 
week. 
Dr.. Salisbury said some 'proto­ 
types of first rough working mod­ 
els of permanent substitute hearts 
and kidneys are being designed. 
He said he spoke of them in order 
to stimulate more 
research 
into 
these opportunities. 
Hundreds of human lives have 
already been saved by artificial 
heart-lung and kidney machines. 
But they are pretty big, and the 
patient is connected to them only 
temporarily. , 
'She bold news prospect is 
of 


small devices permanently put in­ 
side the human body. 
Dr. Salisbury said one possible 
design for a substitute heart is a 
double pump, each unit a U-shap­ 
ed tube made of silicon rubber. 
One pump would 
take 
blood

and. pump it Jirough the lungs 
for fresh oxygen. The other would 
collect blood 
coming 
from 
the 
lungs and pump it through the 
body. 
The tubes could work on an hy­ 
draulic

squeezed 
through tubes, wide at the open­ 
ing,

Cromwell in his study is dead. 
Canon Horace Ricardo Wilkin­ 
son inherited the 
head

G reat Protector from his father 
and bequeathed it 
to 
his 
son, 
steadfast to the last against giv­ 
ing the relic to a museum. 
Cromwell, who died in 1658, was 
buried 
in 
Westminster 
Abbey. 
Three years later his body was 
exhumed and hung on a gallows. 
A mob tore off the head and stuck 
it on a pike. For 25 years it was 
on display in 
Westminster 
Hall.

a

pawnbroker 
bought it and in 1812 the head was 
gold to Canon Wilkinson’s grand­ 
father for ab„ut $500.

Tax Money Carelessness Being Exposed 


With each succeeding year when t h e 
deadline approaches for filing income tax 
returns, it is becoming easier to u n d e r- 
stand why most people of our nation are 
becoming more sensitive as to how the 
federal government collects and spends 
public revenue. 
Judging by the publicity given to this 
subject this year, public concern over fis­ 
cal policies as they are handled down at 
Washington D. C., has reached l o w e r 
depths than usual. 
It is true that seldom has a spring gone 
by but that most of us hear people ques­ 
tioning the size of their federal govern­ 
ment tax bills, often state and local bills, 
also. Sometimes the c o m m e n t s be­ 
come lurid and the efficiency of govern­ 
ment operations in handling of m o n e y 
brings forth harsh statements. 
For this reason a new feature to cause 
m o r e talk has resulted from the recent 
disclosure by U. S. Senator John J. Wil­ 
liams, Republican of Delaware. 
He recently pointed out that a g r e a t 
many businesses, inculding several thous­ 
and in Ohio, are making private use of in­ 
come tax money automatically deduct e d 
from their employes' pay checks. 
Not long ago he handed newsmen a de­ 


tailed breakdown of business tax delin­ 
quencies which shows that the problem of 
collecting withholding taxes is getting no 
better on the national level, and that it is 
getting progressively worse in Ohio. (He 
listed more than 13,000 such delinquen­ 
cies found in the records of the four Inter­ 
nal Revenue offices in this state). 
If this information can be sustained, 
Ohioans generally will welcome any ac­ 
tion Congress and the courts take to bring 
careless, sometimes guilty, employers to 
a realization as what this means. 
More than this, Buckeye taxpayers may 
wonder why little or nothing has been 
done to seal so serious a leak in the feder­ 
al tax-collecting system. Just recent I y 
the Internal Revenue Bureau announced 
that it was going to get tough with indi­ 
viduals who try to chisel on their income 
tax returns. 
From latest reports the bureau has ini­ 
tiated a record number of “ reviews” in 
the last year or so. 
However, it would seem that fed e r a I 
investigators have been curiously selec­ 
tive in going after tax-dodgers. Perhaps 
in the future they will start at the top of 
the tax lists and go all the way down.

WASHINGTON <* — It is ll 
days since FL Herbert Norman, 
Canadian diplomat acc -sed at an 
American 
Senate 
subcommittee 
hearing of being a Communist, 
committed suicide in Egypt. He 
was 
his 
country’s 
ambassador 
there. 
Two questions remain: Was he 
a Communist? What was the real 
purpose of the hearings? Norman 
killed himself after the Internal 
Security 
subcommittee 
released 
records of two March hearings in 
which he was flatly called a Com­ 
munist in the present tense. 
There are contradictions in this 
story. The best way to approach 
it is from the beginning. Norman 
was first linked with communism 
at a 1951’ hearing by Dr. Karl W. 
Wittfogel, a college profes^ir and 
onetime Communist. 
He said he met Norman in a 
Communist study group in 1938 at 
Cape Cod. He said Norman was a 
Communist. Except for saying it 
was 
“obvious,” 
he 
never 
ex­ 
plained how he knew. 
But Wittfogel was a mixed-up 
w i t n 
s s . That didn’t become 
known until this month, six years 
later, when Robert Morris, coun­ 
sel for the 
subcommittee, 
said 
Wittfogel had not met Norman in 
,938 at Cape Cod but in 1939 at 
Columbia. 
This writer has gone throughj 
the voluminous volumes of the 
subcommittee 
hearings 
back 
to 
Wittfogel’s testimony in 1951 and, 
with one exception, could find no 
instance where one other person 
ever said Norman was a Com­ 
munist. 
The exception was Morris him­ 
self. One thing was clear from 
reading the hearings: If Norman 
was not a Communist, he played 
around with them, 
Canada’s foreign secretary, Les-. 
ter B. Pearson, stoutly defended 
Norman. 
He 
said Norman 
had 
been investigated in 1951, after 
Wittfogel's t e s timony, and had 
been found loyal to Canada. 
Pearson admitted that Norman 
in his youth had had Communist 
associations. B u t w h e n a s k e d 
twice point-blank on the floor of 
the House of Commons if Norman 
was a Communist, Pearson re­ 
fused to answer. 
The story moves up to March 
1957. John K. Emmerson, a State 
Department career diplomat who 
had been investigated by his de­ 
partm ent in 1952 and cleared of 
any suspicion of communism, was 
called before the subcommittee to 
testify. 
In 1944, when his specialty was 
psychological 
warfare, 
he 
was 
assigned by the State Department 
to Chinese Communist headquar­ 
ters in Yenan. The Chinese Reds 
were using Japanese Communist 
prisoners for propaganda against 
their own people. 
Emmerson wrote a memoran­ 
dum to hia superiors suggesting 
the United States use Japanese 
prisoners for propaganda against 
Japan too. A copy of this note 
was found by the subcommittee 
staff last year. 
On March I Sen. Jenner (R- 
Ind), 
a 
subcommittee 
member, 
told the Senate Emmerson had 
“ slanted" his reports from Chi­ 


na. Emmerson was called to tes­ 
tify, which he did on March 12 and 


21. 
During his explanation of the 
note and his later activities in the 
war, he mentioned meeing Nor­ 
man, whom he had known since 
1940, in Tokyo in 1945. Under con­ 
stant questioning by Morris, Em­ 
merson said he had no reason to 
suspect or believe Norman was a 
Communist. 
But Morris, all primed with in­ 
formation on Norman, said, ‘‘We 
have quite a few security reports 
which have a great deal of infor­ 
mation to the effect that he (Nor­ 
man) is a Communist.” He read 
from

27, was two days before Israel 


invaded Egypt. 
Before the hearing ended, Mor­ 
ris told Emmerson he was not un­ 
der investigation. But on April 12

Tax Money Carelessness Being Exposed 


With each succeeding year when th e 
deadline approaches for filing income tax 
returns, it is becoming easier to u n d e r- 
stand why most people of our nation are 
becoming more sensitive as to how the 
federal government collects and spends 
public revenue. 
Judging by the publicity given to this 
subject this year, public concern over fis­ 
cal policies as they are handled down at 
Washington D. 
has reached l o w e r 
depths than usual. 
It is true that seldom has a spring gone 
by but that most of us hear people ques­ 
tioning the size of their federal govern­ 
ment tax bills, often state and local bills, 
also. Sometimes the c o m m e n t s be­ 
come lurid and the efficiency of govern­ 
ment operations in handling of m o n e y 
brings forth harsh statements. 
For this reason a new feature to cause 
m o r e talk has resulted from the recent 
disclosure by U. S. Senator John J. Wil­ 
liams, Republican of Delaware. 
He recently pointed out that a g r e a t 
many businesses, moulding several thous­ 
and in Ohio, are making private use of in­ 
come tax money automatically deduct e d 
from their employes’ pay checks. 
Not long ago he handed newsmen a de­ 


tailed breakdown of business tax delin­ 
quencies which shows that the problem of 
collecting withholding taxes is getting no 
better on the national level, and that it is 
getting progressively worse in Ohio. (He 
listed more than 13,000' such delinquen­ 
cies found in the records of the four Inter­ 
nal Revenue offices in this state). 
If this information can be sustained, 
Ohioans generally will welcome any ac­ 
tion Congress and the courts take to bring 
careless, sometimes guilty, employers to 
a realization as what this means. 
More than this, Buckeye taxpayers may 
■wonder why little or nothing has been 
done to seal so serious a leak in the feder­ 
al tax-collecting system. Just recent 1 y 
the Internal Revenue Bureau announced 
that it was going to get tough with indi­ 
viduals who try to chisel on their income 
tax returns. 
From latest reports the bureau has ini­ 
tiated a record number of “reviews” in 
the last year or so. 
However, it would seem that fed e r a 1 
investigators have been curiously selec­ 
tive in going after tax-dodgers.

2 Ohio Building and Loan 
Firms Hold Unique Position 


COLUMBUS, Ohio f/ft—■Ohio has 
only two building and loan firms 
licensed also to 
engage 
in 
the 
small loan business. 
They hold that unique position 
because of an exemption in strict 
laws limiting building and loan 
companies to real estate mort­ 
gages. The exemptions permit the 
two companies to accept deposits 
and use them also in making chat­ 
tel loans. 
The firms are Economy Savings 
and Loan Co., Columbus, and City 
Loan and Savings Co., Lima. Both 
have offices in. several cities. 
Last year City Loan had nearly 
108 million dollars in deposits, and 
Economy reported nearly 42 mil­ 
lions on deposit. 
.Benjamin F. Miller of Columbus, 
pride in. his firm ’s record. 
“Never since 
organization 
in 
Economy 
secretary, 
expressed . 
pride in his firm’s record. 
------ 
“Never since 
organization in 
in 1.892 has Economy failed to pay 
a depositor his money,” Miller 
said. “ We are very proud of that 
record. 
“The fact of the matter is that 
.it has been proved that the chat­ 
tel loan business is safer than the 
mortgage loan business, 
“ Your money is just as well pro­ 
tected in Economy as in any build­ 
ing and loan company in Ohio and 
you can get it whenever you want 
it.” 
Miller said Economy makes no 
real estate loans and has no in­ 
tention of doing so, although the 
company's charter permits opera­ 
tions in that field. 
“They should be kept separate,” 
he asserted, “ because the small 
loan business is entirely different, 
from the real estate loan busi­ 
ness.” 
The Lima company last year 
listed only $81.606 worth of first 
mortgage loans in its report show­ 
ing almost 118 millions in “other 
loans” outstanding. For the same 
period. Economy reported slightly 
ir excess of 44 millions in “other 
loans.” 
Economy paid 4 per cent on de­ 
posits and City Lo»,n 3% per cent, 
compared with 3 per cent paid by 
many of Ohio’s 454 building and 
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loan associations and a lower rate 
by banks. 
Col. Daniel. H. Pond of Cleve­ 
land and his brother, Henry, or­ 
ganized Economy Loan as a build­ 
ing and loan company to make 
small loans on chattels. They felt 
that wage earners needed such an j 
institution 
because, 
until 
then,, j 
many were at the mercy of “ loan 
sharks” who charged up to 10 per 
cent every two weeks. 
In 1913. officials of the City Loan 
and Savings Co. of Wapakoneta, 
which had been making chattel 
loans, visited the Ponds to study 
their methods and later expanded 
their business. 
Ohio was one of the first states 
to regulate the small loan busi­ 
ness in 1916. The state, in. 1.923, 
revised its building and loan laws 
with express provision for the 
Cleveland and Wapakoneta firms 
to continue small loan operations 
under their building and loan char­ 
ters. 
Capital Finance Corp., which op­ 
erates in 15 states, bought Econo­ 
my Loan in 1937. Economy oper­ 
ates 95 Ohio offices with a dozen 
in Columbtr. When Capital took 
over. Economy had, deposit* of 
only $625,'000. Now they total near­ 
ly 42 millions and company assets 
aggregate 48 million. 
Assets of City Loan and Savings 
Co., Lima, were nearly 140Vi mil­ 
lions last year. 
Ohio’s small loan laws set -in 
interest rate of 3 per cent a month 
on the unpaid balance of loans to 
$150; 2 per cent a month on loans 
between $150 and $300, and 8 per 
cent a. yea ron loans of more than 
$300; Some other states have high­ 
er rates on loans against chattels 
such as furniture and cars. 
Miller, an attorney, got into the 
small loan business in 1920, he 
said, because of a belief in. its 
promising 
future. 
The 
National 
\ Consumer Finance Assn. recently 
honored him for his record of 36 
years in that business. 
Miller attributes the growth of 
small loan activities to two ma­ 
jor factors: Loans are small, av­ 
eraging $125, and repayments are 
! made 
in 
monthly 
installments 
over a short period. 
By contrast, he explained, real 
estate loans are for large sums 
i over a long period of years. “When 
! the big depression knocked the 


J bottom out of the m arket,” he re­ 
called, “hundreds of people turned 
their property back because it was 
worth less than the mortgage on 
it.” 
He said the average small loan 
has increased in size in recent 
years. “The average loan is twice 
what it used to be because of in­ 
flation,” he reported. 
Miller credited retail installment. 


plans for a general increase in 
purchases of automobiles, televi­ 
sion sets, appliances and. the like. 
Such purchases, he said, usually 
are financed by direct loans or 
by retailers on the installment 
plan. Dealers generally sell their 
chattel mortgages to finance com­ 
panies. He said his company and 
many others in the small loan field 
engage in both types of financial 
transactions.

WASHINGTON OB — It is 11 
days since E. Herbert Norman, 
Canadian diplomat acc- sed at an 
American 
Senate 
subcommittee 
hearing of being a Communist, 
committed suicide to Egypt. He 
was 
his 
country’s 
ambassador 
there. 
Two questions remain: Was he 
a Communist? What was the real 
purpose of 'the hearings? Norman 
killed himself after the Internal 
Security 
subcommittee 
released 
records of two March hearings in 
which he was flatly called a Com­ 
munist in the present tense, 
There are contradictions in this 
story. The best way to approach 
it is from the beginning. Norman 
was first linked with communism 
at a 1951* hearing by Dr. Karl W. 
Wittfogel, a college profesar and 
one-time Communist. 
He said he met Norman in a 
Communist study group to 1938 at 
Cape Cod. He said Norman was a 
Communist. Except for saying it 
was 
“ obvious,” 
he 
never 
ex­ 
plained how he knew. 
But Wittfogel was a mixed-up 
w i t n 
s s. That didn’t become 
known until this month, six years 
later, when Robert Morris, coun­ 
sel for the subcommittee, said 
Wittfogel had not met Norman to 
1938 at Cape Cod. but in 1939 at 
Columbia. 
This writer has gone through 
the votomjnous volumes of the 
subcommittee hearings 
back to 
Wittfogel** testimony to 1951 and, 
with one exception, could find no 
instance where one other person 
ever said Norman was a Com­ 
munist. 
The exception was Morris him­ 
self. One thing was clear from, 
reading the hearings: If Norman 
was not a Communist, he played 
around with them. 
Canada’s foreign secretary, Les-, 
ter B. Pearson, stoutly defended 
Norman. He said Norman had 
been investigated in 1951, after 
Wittfogel’s t e s timony, and had 
been found loyal to Canada. 
Pearson admitted that Norman 
in his youth had had Communist 
associations. B u t w h e n a s k e d 
twice point-blank on the floor of 
the House of Commons if Norman 
was a Communist, Pearson re­ 
fused to answer. 
The story moves up to March 
1957. John K. Emmerson, a State 
Department career diplomat who 
had been investigated by his de­ 
partment in 1952 and cleared of 
any suspicion of communism, was 
called before the subcommittee to 
testify. 
In 1944, when his specialty was 
psychological 
warfare, 
he 
was 
assigned by the State Department 
to Chinese Communist headquar­ 
ters to Yenan. The Chinese Reds 
were using Japanese Communist 
prisoners for propaganda against 
their own people. 
Emmerson wrote a memoran­ 
dum to his superiors suggesting 
the United States use Japanese 
prisoners for propaganda against 
Japan too. A copy of this note 
was feund by the subcommittee 
staff last year. 
On March 1 Sen. Jenner <R- 
Ind), 
a 
subcommittee 
member, 
told the Senate Emmerson had 
“ slanted” his reports from. Chi­ 


na. Emmerson was called to tes­ 
tify, which he did on March 12 and 


21. 
During his explanation of the 
note and his later activities in the 
war, he mentioned mee tog Nor­ 
man, whom he had known since 
1940, in Tokyo in 1945. Under con­ 
stant questioning by Morris, Era- 
merson said he had no reason to 
suspect or believe Norman was a 
Communist. 
But Morris, all primed with in­ 
formation on Norman, said, “We 
have quite a few security reports 
which have a great deal of infor­ 
ma tion to the effect, that he (Nor­ 
man) is a Communist.” He read 
from 
a document identified as 
“ from a U. S. government execu­ 
tive agency security report.” 
He never identified the agency 
by name. The,FBI later denied it 
had given the subcommittee any 
information on Norman. Army in­ 
telligence issued a similar denial. 
In his testimony Emmerson said 
he last saw Norman in Lebanon 
Oct. 27, 1956. 
Emmerson was then with the 
American consulate in Lebanon, 
which is Israel's next door neigh­ 
bor. Norman was coming to Leba­ 
non to present his credentials as 
minister 
to 
that 
country. 
The 


meeting of those two men, Oct. 
27, was two days before Israel 
invaded Egypt. 
Before the hearing ended, Mor­ 
ris told Emmerson he was not un­ 
der investigation. But on April 12 
Sen. Eastland (D-Miss), chairman 
of the subcommittee, told the Sen­ 
ate the purpose ot the hearings 
I s not to investigate Norman but 
to investigate "personnel to our 
own 
State Department, one of 
whom was stationed in the Mid­ 
dle 
East.” 
He 
mentioned 
no 
names. 
But Eastland's explanation of 
the purpose of the hearing was 
not the same as that given this 
writer previously when he asked 
Morris to explain the purpose. 
Morris, who had told Emmerson 
he was not under investigation», 
had said: 
“We wanted to ask him (Em­ 
merson) 
about 
his 
associations 
with Communists in China and his 
association at the t:me of Suez 
('meaning the invasion, of Egypt by 
Israel) with a man (Norman) list­ 
ed to our records as a Comntu- 
nist.”

It was His first effort as a 
teacher of mankind and the only 
event of Jesus’ boyhood related in 
the Bible.

We left Haiti March 2 for 
Montego Bay, 
Jamaica. 
The 
flight took I ‘a hours. When we 
arrived everyone was talking 
about the earthquake the pre­ 
vious evening. It was the worst 
one in 50 years. When we ask­ 
ed the taxi driver if he was 
scared, he said 
“Lord yes, I 
looked at my car and it was 
doing the Calipso. I just got 
hold of a door handle and held 
on.” I'm glad we missed it. As 
I came away from the beach to­ 
day I heard my name called, 
and there was Mrs. Bill Willis 
from Washington C. H. I had a 
nice chat with her, her daugh­ 
ter Susanne and Mr. & Mrs. 
Dean Waddell from Greenfield 
was with her. It’s really a small 
world. 
Jam aica is the most tropical 
island yet. Oranges, 
bananas, 
grapefruit, 
cocoanuts, 
s u gar 
cane and all types of tropical 
vegetation grows in abundance. 
Of course in this climate there 
are some mosquitoes. If there is 
a mosquito in a mile, he ll go 
after Elma. Instead of screens 
they put a mosquito netting up 
over your bed. They hang it to 
the ceiling and it completely 
encircles your bed. You crawl 
in a hole on one side and then 
close the hole behind you. Sure 
looked funny but did the job 
O. K. 
Tried our luck fishing for 
Kings, no good. Didn t even get 
a bite. These people are either 
too lazy to fish or there aren’t 
any fish! Anyway I’m through 
foaling with fishing. 
Went shopping 
in Montego 
Bay yesterday. English money 
is used here. The pound, shill­ 
ing, crown, half crown, pence, 
etc., had a heck of a time keep­ 
ing it straight. The food has 
been excellent in Jamaica. For 
dinner: First you get a fruit 
cocktail, then soup, next a fish 
couse. then the meat course, us­ 
ually lamb, steak, veal and sev­ 
eral things I 
couldn’t 
pro­ 
nounce. usually takes at least 
two hours to eat. 
The biggest m ajority of cars 
■re English make. 
They are 
small 
but 
very 
serviceable. 
Most of the 
taxis are seven 
passenger cars, 
DeSotos and 
Cadillacs. They also have a lot 
of tours arranged. I would say 
tourists are the biggest indus­ 
try in this area. 
The beach is wonderful. A 
bathing suit 
certainly shows 
up the good and bad spots in 
an individual. I saw beautiful 
legs, bowlegs, scarred legs and 
long legs. Saw fat men. thin 
men, paunchy men, bald heads, 
sun tanned and sunburnt nose 
peelers. 
John Schoedinger’s nose was 
peeled three times and some­ 
what resembled a beacon. Even 
saw a count swimming. Felt 
sorry for the poor cuss. he was 
so skinny. 
Our vacation is about over. 
Summing up we traveled ap­ 
proximately 3,500 to 4,000 miles 
and was in the air 
approxi­ 
mately seventeen hours flying 
time. We visited the Island of 
Puerto Rico, St. Thdma>. Do­ 
minican Republic, 
Haiti and 
Jamaica. Although there is a lot 
of sim ilarity in the above is­ 
lands, they also have wide v a r­ 
iations in customs, traditions, 
habits, etc. 
I enjoyed each 
place very 
much and hope I got a lot of 
pictures. But when all Is said 
and done I’d rather live in the 
good old U.S.A. and right in 
Fayette County and W ashing­ 
ton C. H. than any 
place we 
stopped. It’s been a pleasure 
for me to 
share 
with 
you 
through this column, some of 
the highlights of our trip. 
I hope you enjoyed reading 
about it as much as I enjoyed 
writing it, 
This chapter finishes up a 
very 
interesting e d ucationai 
and entertaining three weeks. 
We are hoping to try another 
trip sometime in another part 
of the world.

When we ask­ 
ed the taxi driver if he was 
scared, he said 
‘‘Lord yes, I 
looked at my car and it was 
doing the Calipso. I just got 
hold of a door handle and held 
on." Urn glad we missed it. As 
I came away from the beach to­ 
day I heard my name called, 
and there was Mrs. Bill Willis 
from Washington C. H. 1 had a 
nice chat with her, her daugh­ 
ter Susanne and Mr. & Mrs. 
Dean Waddell from Greenfield 
was with her. It’s really a small 
world. 
Jamaica is the most tropical 
Island yet. Oranges, 
bananas, 
grapefruit, 
cocoanuts, 
s u gar 
cane and all types of tropical 
vegetation grows in abundance. 
Of course in this climate there 
are some mosquitoes. If there is 
a mosquito in a mile, he’ll go 
after Elma. instead of screens 
they put a mosquito netting 
over your bed. They hang it to 
the ceiling and it completely 
encircles your bed. You crawl 
in a hole on one side and then 
close the hole behind you. Sure 
looked funny but did the job 
O. K. 
Tried our luck fishing for 
Kings, no good. Didn't even get 
a bite. These people are either 
too lazy to fish or there aren’t 
any fish! Anyway I’m through 
foóling with fishing. 
Went shopping 
In Montego 
Bay yesterday. English money 
is used here. The pound, shill­ 
ing, crown, half crown, pence, 
etc., had a heck of a time keep­ 
ing it straight. The food has 
been, excellent in Jamaica, For 
dinner: First you get a fruit 
cocktail, then soup, next a fish 
couse. then the meat course, us­ 
ually lamb, steak, veal and sev­ 
eral things 1 
couldn’t 
pro­ 
nounce. usually takes at least 
two hours to eat. 
The biggest majority of cars 
are English make. 
They are 
sm.all 
but 
very 
serviceable. 
Most of the 
'taxis are seven 
passenger cars, 
DeSotos and 
Cadillacs. They also have a lot 
of tours arranged. I would say 
tourists are the biggest indus­ 
try in this area, 
The beach is wonderful. A 
bathing suit 
certainly shows j 
up the good and bad spots in 
an individual. I saw beautiful 
legs, bowlegs, scarred, legs and 
long legs. Saw fat men, thin 
men, paunchy men, bald heads, 
sun tanned and sunburnt nose 
peelers. 
John Schoedinger’s nose: waa 
peeled three times and some­ 
what resembled a beacon. Even 
saw a count swimming. Felt 
sorry for the poor cuss, he was 
so skinny. 
Our vacation is about over. 
Summing up we traveled ap­ 
proximately 3,500 to 4,000 miles 
and was in. the air 
approxi­ 
mately seventeen, hours flying 
time. We visited the Island of 
Puerto Rico, St. Thbmas, Do­ 
minican Republic, 
Haiti and 
Jamaica. Although there is a lot 
of sim.il,arity in the above is­ 
lands, they also have wide var­ 
iations in customs, traditions, 
habits, etc. 
I enjoyed each 
place very 
much, and hope I got a lot of 
pictures. But when all Is said 
and done I’d rather live in the 
good old U.S.A. and right in 
Fayette County and Washing­ 
ton. C. H. than, any 
place we 
stopped. It’s been a pleasure

through this column, some of 
the highlights of our trip.

Mathematics teachers are con­ 
cerned over the growing need for j 
well equipped sutdents to take ad- i 
vantage of the opportunities in a j 
modern world in which science is 
playing an increasingly important 
part, Mrs. Frank Mayo, a mathe­ 
matics teacher in Washington C. H. 
Junior High School, said when she 
r e t u r n e d from a two - day con­ 
ference of the Ohio Council of 
Teachers of Mathematics. 
The conference, held at Capi­ 
tal University, Columbus, Friday 
and Saturday, brought togeth e r 
m o r e than 200 m a the mat i c s 
teachers all over Ohio. The theme 
was; “Developing Mathmatical 
Insights.” 
The teachers, Mrs. Mayo s a i d , 
spent two days in serious sessions, 
trying to find some answers to the 
problems they face in developing 
better mathematics students a n d 
methods by which they can do a 
more effective job of teaching. 
She declared the teachers agreed 
their big problem is what to do 
with at least 25 per cent of the 
pupils who do not fit into the aver­ 
age class. Some schools, she said, 
have tried to evaluate algeb r a 
students by grading them for ef­ 
fort; the grade, however, carries 
no academic credit for college en­ 
trance. Some others, she said, have 
set up three classes— one for the 
above average student, one for the 
average and one for the b e l o w 
average student. Three differ e n t 
textbooks and three different meth­ 
ods of teaching are used in this 
so-called three-track plan.

Savings Time (DST) will spread 
from its northeastern Ohio bastion 
into central Ohio this year if Co­ 
lumbus voters approve “fast time 
for the capítol city in the May 7 
primary. 
If Columbus adopts DST, Zanes­ 
ville Newark, Circleville and other 
central Ohio cities are expected to 
follow. 
Northeastern Ohio from Cleve­ 
land to Youngsfown and south to 
below the Akron - Canton area is

expected to switch to DST, as 
usual, the last Sunday this month 
(April 28.) 
That will Uave the southern and 
far western parts of the state, in­ 
cluding Cincinnati, Dayton and; 
Toledo, definitely on standard time | 
with Columbus and central Ohio, 
still in doubt. 
The question of whether to move 
the clock ahead an hour as sum­ 
mer approaches has stirred some 
hot debates in the Buckeye State. 
The principal argument in favor 
of “fast time” is that moving the 
clock ahead an hour allows an 
extra hour at the end of the day 
for summertime recreation. 
The principal argument against 
DST is simply the reverse of this. 
If you have an hour of extra day­ 
light at the end of the day, op­ 
ponents argue, you have an hour 
less at the start. It all depends on 
when you like your daylight. 
Traditionally, farmers have been 
the main opponents of “fast time.” 
Their argument is simple — city 
markets may go on DST but the 
cow still works on standard time. 
The result is the farmer must get 
up an hour earlier to start his 
chores and meet market times. 
In some cases, farm groups con­ 
tend, this means getting up at 4 
a.m.There is also a growing number 
of exasperated citizens who favor 
one time for the entire state. It 
doesn’t matter which one, they 


say, just so Ohioans no longer will 
need to consult a time zone map 
as well as a clock to te l the time 
of day. Intra-state shippers and 
transportation companies are in 
the van of this movement. 
A constitutional amendment that 
would give the state the sole 
power to fix a statewide time has 
been introduced in the Legislature 
by Sen. Ed Witmer (D-Stark). 
Such an amendment is needed, 
Witmer says, to guarantee a uni­ 
form time zone for Ohio. Under 
their home rule powers, cities can 
fix local time at either DST or 
Eastern Standard. 
Another bill, introduced in the 
House by Rep. McCaffery (D-Cuy- 
ahoga), calls for the state to adopt 
Eastern Standard Time through­ 
out the year and knock out DST 
entirely. But attorneys say this 
bill would have little effect unless 
the Witmer amendment is adopted. 
The complete list of Ohio cities 
adopting DST, annually compiled 
by the Ohio Chamber of Com­ 
merce, will not be available until 
after the Columbus election. Last 
y^ar 105 Ohio cities went on “fast 
time.” 
It has been generally safe to 
assume aj DST communities those 
northeast of a line beginning at 
Vermilion in Erie County, running 
southward to the west of Oberlin 
and Wellington in Lortin County, 
then southeast betweer Wooster 
and Massillon and between Stras- 
burg and New Philadelphia in 
Tuscarawas County, then east to 
Powhatan Point in the southeast 
corner of Belmont County.
